Following is a report of the pro 
ceedings of the Council of the Town 
of Wainwright at its regular meet- 
ing in the Council Chamber on 
Tuesday, the 5th day of March, 1935. 

The members of Council présent 
at this meeting were Mayor Middle- 
mass and Councillors Link, Lissi- 
more, Adams, McLesd and Hunting- 
ford. 

The recorded proceedings of Coun- 
cil at. its statutory meeting of Feb- 
ruary 18th, and its adjourned regu- 
lar meeting of February 19th, 1935 
were read and, on motion, were a- 
dopted and confirmed as written. 

A communication from the travel- 
ing superintendent of the N. Bawif 
Grain Company Limited, relaitive to 
arrears of rental owing by the ten- 
ant in the Company’s cottage, was 
ordered filed, on motion by Council- 
lor Welch. 

Mrs. S. A. Cumming wrote re- 
questing 'that Council provide a suit- 
able building in a central location, 
suitable for reading room and for the 
housing of her library, with living 
quarters attached, on which she is 
willing to pay a rental similar in a- 
mount to that which she now pays 
and, on motion by Councillor Link, 
the matter was tabled until the next 
regular meeting. 


A communication from the Clerk 
of ‘the city of Drumheller advised 
Council of the application of Joseph 


Bisson for relief in that city and 
asking the disposition of Council in 
this matter and, on motion by Coun- 
cillor Welch, the Secretary-treasurer 
was instructed to reply, stating our 
relief schedule and offering to pay 
on this basis until April 15th, 1935. 

Mr. W. H. Lyle made application

Local Man Suffers 
Loss of Brother At 


Hamilton, Ontario 


Hamilton, Ont.: Apparently confus- 
ed as a train approadhed from each 
direction, Albert Crowe, aged 57, of 
16 Inchbury street, stepped from 
the path of one train in front of No. 
761 bound from Toronto to Hamilton 
and was instantly killed, vecently. 
The inbound train was stopped im- 
mediately and the victim rushed into 
the depot, but he was pronounced 
dead on arrival by Dr. Jurben. Lan- 
nin, C.P.R. doctor who met the train. 

The accident occurred on the C.P. 
R. tracks back of the cemetery, 
where both lines curve. One train 
had just passed and in the noise and 
rumble of its departure the victim 
apparently aid not notice the oncom- 
ing locomotive and was struck by 
the engine and thrown to one side, 
receiving severe head injuries. The 
accident happened so quickly that ev- 
en the engine crew did not notice the 
man on the track until they saw his 
body thrown to one side. The en- 
gineer pulled up as quickly as pos- 
sible and the victim was placed on 
the train and taken to the depot, but 
he was beyond human aid. 

The deceased was the husband of 
Irene Ryan, and a son of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Crowe. He 
was born in West Garafax, Ont., 57 
years ago and has been a resident 
of this city practically all his hfe. 

Left to mourn his death, besides 
his widow are two sons, William and 
Albert, at home, two brothers, Wil- 
liam Crowe, of Wainwright, and R. 
J. Crowe of this city; and five sis- 
ters, Mra. C. Crane, of Weat Toronto; 
Mrs. B. L. Springstead, Mra Alfred 
Tribbeck and Mrs. L. Walton of this 
city, and Mrs Robert Milen, of Hen- 
fern, Ontario. 

Interment was made in the Hamil- 
ton cemetery.

The Committee on Public Works 
reported as follows: 

During the past two weeks we 
have kept the Town truck continual, 
ly in use hauling cinders and up to 
last Saturday night had hauled 189 
yards using all relief labor, besides 
the Town Utility man.

There are several low spots on the 
streets which it is our intention to 
raise with gravel and cinders while 
relief workers are available as when 
work opens in the spring, they are 
able to obtain other work. 

We are having the road main- 
taimer taken into the basement of 
the Town hall where it can be ov- 
erhauled and are writing for a price 
on a new blade, one foot longer 
than the present one which is near- 
ly worn out. It is also our intention 
to have the wagons and other equip- 
ment, belonging to the town over- 
hauled and repaired in the same 
place and manner. There will be

Taxes Take Cent 
Every Three Miles 


With a population of slightly more 
than ten million people, there are 
1,119,957 motor vehicles in Canada 
and, tin 1933, the last year for which 
complete official statistics are avail- 
able, each vehicle used an average 
of 454 gallons of gasoline. 

In operating these vehicles own- 
ers paid an average of $43 per ve- 
hicle in gasoline tax and registra- 
tion fees, of which the gasoline tax 
represented on an average $24 per 
vehicle. If the average mileage per- 
gallon is estimated at 15 mpg, 
owners paid a cent every three miles 
as tax on their motive fuel, which 
in Canada in 1933, brought in $26,- 
467,765 to the coffers of the nine 
governments. 


This tax started in Alberta when | * 


two cent per gallon was imposed on 
April 30, 1922. Manitoba followed 
suit with a one cent tax on April 27, 
1923; British Columbia on December 
21, 1923, with three cents; Quebec, 


April 1, 1924, two cents; Prince Ed- 
ward Island, May 1, 1924, two cents; 
Ontario, April 14, 1925, three cents: 
Nova Scotia, March 15, 1926, three 
cents; while Saskatchewan was the 
last to adopt it, on May 1, 1928 with 
a rate of three cents per gallon. 
Since then, increases have been 
made in the different provinces until 
now it is 8 cemts in Prince Edward 
Island, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick; seven cents in Manitoba and 
British Columbia; while Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta are raising it from 
six to seven cents, and Quebec and 
Ontario have a eix cent tax.

pinion has been almost one hundred 
per cenit when compared to the early 
ideas expressed by agriculturtsts 
when the suggestion of fertilizing 
the prairie provinces was advanced. 

The year 1934 closed the seventh 
year of fertilizer usage, and the re- 
sults, as expressed in words of the 
farmer users were: ‘Astonishing.” 
“Unbelievable.” “I would not have 
thought it possible had I not seen 
the results with my own eyes on my 
own land.” “That fertilizer has been 
the greatest asset that has been giv- 
en to the farmer for a long time.” 
These and many more similar ex- 
pressions were heard by the writer 
in his contract with farmers, busi- 
ness men, and governmental agencies 
during the fertilizer development 
programme of Western Canada. 


Seven Year’s Demonstration 

Seven years—-a short period of 
time, but enough to show an almost 
universal change of opinion regard- 
ing fertilizers in this area. All the 
more remarkable, you say, because 
this seven year period had seen 
prices of agricultural products drop 
from a high value to the lowest 
since the sixteenth century, where 
they remained stationary for a time 
and are now slowly gaining in value 
as the world is gradually recovering 
from economic depression. 

In such low priced era many ques- 
tioned the possibility of selling fer- 
tilizers, saying—‘‘To bad you started 
in selling fertilizer during this peri- 
od. It must be impossible to sell 
fertilizers with such low prices for 


wheat. Too much wheat produced 
already. Why, you are working a- 
gainst the wheat agreement by 


growing more wheat,” and many 
other equally fallacious opinions. 
Increased Tonnage Sold 
But what has actually taken place | 
regarding fertilizer sales? What are 
the actual facts? For answer, let us 
look alt the record of sales. Increas- 


ing yearly tonnage since the depres- | 


sion period Surely a proof that fer- 
tilizers are finding a place in the 
programme of many prairie farmers. 
When it is remembered that of these 
seven years the first three years 
were taken to demonstrate the value 
of fertilizers Unrough a vast co-opera- 
tive experimental and demonstra- 
tional programme, by Dominion and 
provincial governments, and indus- 
trial and agricultural agencies, leav- 
ing only four years of actual sales 
of fertilizers, the gain in tonnage is 
even more remarkable. 

There must be sound reason for 
the change of opinion and the ever- 
increasing sales of fertilizer on the 
prairies There are sound reasons, 
and when you talk to the thousands 
of users (as I have done during my 
contacts) on the prairies, each giv- 
ing his reasons, while they differ

Increased soil fertility combined 
with efficient methods of farming, 
will permit the farmer tto profitably 
compete in world markets. What 
great effect soil fertility has on the 
human race can only be _ realized 
when thought is given to the ques- 
tion. There is real tragedy in people 
trying to live on barren lands, or 
other types of infertile soil, whea 
they do not know, or are not able to 
comprehend enough of the mysterie:

PUBLIC NOTIC 


EARLY JOBS 

Unless spring is unusually early 
or the gardener lives in the warmer 
districts of Canada there will be 
more indirect than direct garden op- 
erations this month. Of the former 
the most important will still be 
planning and of the latter there will 
be a number of jobs such as prun- 
ing, seeding the hot bed, ordering 
supplies and possibly a few hours 
preparing some dry spot in the gar- 
den for sweet peas. Incidentally the 
finest sweet peas are those from 
seed sown just as early in the 
spring as possible. It is a cool lov- 
ing flower and must get its root and 
stem growth before the weather be- 
comes too warm. A climate where 


the nights are cool even in summer 


is recommended. 
PRUNING 

Pruning is not a difficult task, ac- 
cording to garden authorities. The 
main object, they state, is to open 
up bush, tree or vine so that sun- 
shine and air will circulate, cut out 
all dead growth, remove any 
branches which rub against each oth- 
er and keep the general shape sym- 
metrical. These are general rules 
only and for special types it is ad- 
visable to consult a good govern- 
ment bulletin on the subject. Special 
points the beginner ds advised to 
bear in mind are, grapes must be 
pruned severely and early before the 
sap starts ta rise, all old canes are 
removed from the raspberry patch 
any time after the fruit has been 
harvested. Young fruit trees except 
for appearances and possibly dead or 
injured branches do not need any 
‘pruning until they start to bear. 
Most climbing roses should have the 
bulk of the old wood removed any- 
time after blooming each year while 
tender bush roses are pruned nearly 
to the ground. The light pruning 
necessary for shrubbery takes place 
very early with late blooming vart- 
but with such things as the 
iverage Spirea, Forsythia and oth- 
ers which bloom April to July, prun-

HOT BEDS 


Where a fairly large quantity of 
flower or vegetable plants are to be 
started early indoors a hot bed is 
indispensable but where only a few! 
of each variety are wanted the job 
may be carried out successfully in a. 
sunny window. The hot bed is usual- 
ly prepared early in March and sim- 
ply consists of a bed of fresh horse 
manure, which supplies the heat, a- 
bout 18 inches deap. On this two or 
three inches of fine soil are placed 
and after the bed thas heated up and 
then cooled down again, a matter of 
three or four days the seed is sown 
in rows a few inches apart. The bed 
is proteoted by rough boarding along 
ithe side or heaped up earth and on, 
top about 10 to 18 inches above the 
bed is placed a window sash well 
glassed, and sloping towards the , 
south. When ‘he plants have de- 
veloped their second set of leaves 
they are thinned out and before be. 
ing tranplarted outside they are 
hardened in a cold frame which is 
simply a hot bed without any heat- 
ing material. Government bulletins 
giving details of construction are a- 
vailable in every province. The win- 
dow hot bed is simply a shallow box 
two or three inches deep filled with 
fine soil, kept well moistened. Very 
early radish and leaf lettuce may be
